United Nations officials repor¬ 
ted in Geneva today that Leb¬ 
anon is likely to need tens of 
millions of dollars of humani¬ 
tarian aid over the next 18 mo¬ 
nths. 

After a two-weeks visit to 
Lebanon, a four-man team from 
the general headquarters of 
the U.N. High Commissioner 
for Refugees (UNHCR) estimat¬ 
ed that more than 400,000 pe-

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Economic sense 

The meeting of Arab economists now taking place in Amman 
is another of those behind-the-scenes events that draw small 
headlines but end up making big waves. The meetings of the 
Arab Economists Federation are discussing various steps that 
can and should be taken to induce greater cooperation in the 
economic field throughout the Arab World. 

For simplicity’s sake, the economists have divided the Arab 
World up into two geographic regions, the Maghreb states of 
North Africa, and the Mashrek states of the Levant and the 
Gulf. The idea is to promote cooperation within these two 
regions, and then move towards integration and coordination 
between the states of both areas. 

Within this framework, some of the economic integration 
moves taking place between Syria and Jordan are already 
proving to be sparkling models of viability. But within the 
greater framework of the entire Arab World, one quickly sees 
what the economists have to work with, and work towards. 

As a unit, the Arab World contains two distinct kinds of 
states-the often sparsely populated ones with a formidable 
income from natural resources (Libya, Kuwait, Saudi Arabia 
and the like) and the more populated but less endowed ones 
whose economies are not as dependent on one commodity 
(Syria, Lebanon, Sudan, Egypt, among others). 

Two things come to mrnd about this economic region-there 
are some states with impressive revenues, and others with less | 
spectacular receipts but more developed basic industries j 
manned by more experienced workers. 

What the Arab economists are seeking now is a means to 
integrate these two disparate quantities into arrangements to 
induce structural complementarities in a regional economic 
context. This means providing Saudi Arabia with some of the 
experience of the Jordan Valley farmers and the Lebanese 
service sector people, and simultaneously channeling some oil 
revenues into productive investments in Sudan, Egypt or 
Morocco. Tn this way, the capital-exporting states would 
productively invest some of the revenues they are not now 
able to inject into their domestic economies, and the capital- 
poor Arab states would have a source of needed cash that 
would, all at once, create employment, improve infrastructu¬ 
ral facilities, provide expertise and services to other Arab 
states, and reduce dependence on external sources of capital. 

This is precisely the kind of thing that is now being investi¬ 
gated and promoted by such regional bodies as the Arab Fund 
for Economic and Social Development, and it is a direction 
wherein lies the rational route for pan-Arab economic prog-

TOKYO, Feb. 18, (Agencies) 
— The Japanese Government 
today renewed its request to 
the U.S. government to reveal 
the names of the high Japane¬ 
se government officials alleged¬ 
ly involved in the Lockheed 
payoff scandal. 

The request was made after

Cyprus talks 
progress slowly 

VIENNA, Feb. 19, (R). — 
Three-sided talks on the futu¬ 
re government of Cyprus slow¬ 
ed down today, as Cypriot le¬ 
aders began grappling with the 
complex problem of how much 
island territory should be held 
by the Turkish community. 

U.N. Secretary-General Kurt 
Waldheim, providing good offi¬ 
ces in Greek-Turkish commu¬ 
nal negotiations, said a-plenary 
session lasting only 60 minutes 
was adjourned until tomorrow 
afternoon to give both sides 
time to consult home authori¬ 
ties in Cyprus. 

Greek-Cypriot negotiator Gla- 
fkos Clerides said no concrete 
proposals on a territorial div¬ 
ision of the island had been 
exchanged so far. He hoped the 
territorial question, a key issue 
for the island's 500,000 Greeks, 
would be a “dominant feature" 
when talks resume at Vienna’s 
Hofburg Palace tomorrow. 

Conference sources said un¬ 
disclosed difficulties had forced 
Mr Waldheim to consult sepa¬ 
rately before the meeting with 
both Mr Clerides and Turkish 
community leader Rauf Denk- 
tash.
